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As T*approached Rathghur, I received information 
of the assemblage of Rebels at Odepore in Scindia’s 
Country and in my front; in order to ensure the 
safety of the Siege Train, which was a day’s march 
in the rear, and not to lose time, 1 brought it up by a 
night march to my Force, and adopted precautions 
against surprise. 

In going through a pasa over a range of hills, 
five miles from Rathghur, the Officer Commanding 
the leading flankers, embarrassed by the thick jungle, 
took by mistake the right instead of the left road, 
as ordered, and crossing, in consequence, the River 
Beena by the wpper, the wrong ford got into a 
skirmish with the Rebels posted in the suburbs of 
Rathghur. I had just arrived, with the advancod 
guard at the encamping ground ; to extricate the 
flankers from a position so unfavorable to Cavalry, 
I advanced and covered with the Infantry Guns and 
supports their return to their proper position. Jn 
rectifying this mistake, | had gained a good deal of 
ground to the right front, and a Company of the 
24th Native Infaxtry had taken with spirit one or 
two houses and gardens; on reconnoitering, I found 
that they were the commencement of the suburbs, and 
‘hat to keep all this would compromise my right, 
#4 plan of attacking the Fort from the left flank. 
1 therefore ordered the Troops back to their Camp. 

The next day I made.with Major Boileau, Com- 
manding Engineer, and a small party ofthe 3rd 
Europeans and 3rd Light Cavalry, under Captain 
Forbes, a complete reconnoisance of eighteen miles of 
the whole Country round the rock of Rathgur. 

I ascertained that the rock, 14 mile in in length, 
covered and surrounded with thick jungle, slopes from 
the West where it is precipitous to the Fast, where it 
is accessible. The North front of the fort was the 
only one which was habited; the other fronts were 
merely fortifications, The River Beena runs under 
its West face. 

The reconnoisancg confirmed in all essentials the 
information on which I had formed my plan of attack. 
I carried it out, by investing tho same evening the 
rock of Rathghur as closely as the great extent, hills, 
thick jungle, and a difficult River would allow me. 
But it is impossible, uuless with a very much larger 
Force than my gwn to invest completely such ground, 
because a great part of it is dense jungle, which 
hiding all view of the Enemy’s motions, enable him, by 
a faint, to concentrate videttes and pickets on one 
point, and then pass through the vacuum. 

Sir Robert Hamilton had the goodness to place at 
may disposal 600 or 700 Troops of all Arms of the 
Regiment of Bhopall ; and I had requested their Com- 
mander to invest the South-West of the Fort, as 
being nearest to their Country, and to take the village 
of Puttan, which they did with alacrity after firing 
a few shots. . 

The next day as soon aa the Officers Commanding 
the Artillery and Engineers had reported that they 
were ready for the Siege, ] attacked the Fort from the 
left, at the South-West end of the rock, under cover 
ofa feint from the right, against the Town, from 
which all possible advantage was to be derived.

and reached without being discovered, the edge of — 
the open ground in front of the East curtain of the 
Fort, which Major Boileau had selected for the 
breaching Batteries. 

I directed a road to be cut immediately by the 
Sappers and Miners from the foot of the slope to this 
Battery : our left to open a communication down the 
South of the rock with the Truop of the 3rd Cavalry, 
investing the South of the rock, our right to open a 
communication down the North side of the rock with 
the Oamp, and Rifle pits to be made at night in front 
of our attack, enfilading, as much as puvasible, the 
Ennermy’s line of defences, . 

The Enemy having perceived our position, com- 
menced rather a sharp fire on it from their jinjals 
and small guns in the curtain and bastions which I 
kept down with the fire of the 6-Pounder of the 
Hyderabad Contingent, and the 53 Mortars, the 
former firing at the loop holes and embrasures, the 
latter with half charges dropping their shells on the 
bannuette. 1 beg to mention, for hig devotion on this: 
occasion, Quarter Master Thompson, Commanding a 
half Battery of the Artillery of the Hyderabad Con- 
tingent, who has completed thirty-two years , of 
meritorious servicc. Twice hit, he continued to fight 
his guns successfully to the close of the day. I thanked 
his Battery on the ground. ' 

The two 18-Pounders, with Elephant draught, were 
brought up the hill at 4 ».M.; the 8rd Muropeans 
dragging them up the steep where the Elephants 
could not go. .

placed Captain Lightfoot’s 9-Pounder Battery, one 
$ inch Howitzer and twu 8 inch Mortars. These 
Batteries forming the right or Town attack kept up, . 
night and day, an effective fire on the line of defences 
and buildings of the Fort. 

On the 27th instant, I changed the 8 inch Howit- ” 
zer from the right to the left attack, in order to enfi- 
lade with its fire the defences and palaces of the 
North face. 7 

I was constantly between the twe attacks which 
were 24 miles apart. 

From the Town attack I directed a Detachment of 
the 8rd Kuropeans, supported by another of the 24th 
Native Infantry, with two Companies of the 24th Na- 
tive Infantry in reserve, and under cover of houses and 
trees and of a heavy fire from the Eedgha Battery to 
take a low massive tower close to the main gate, 
Captain Lightfoot being of opiuion that a Howitder 
might be placed in it which would batter the gate, 
and strengthen and shorten the cordon of investment. 
I had a couple of 8 inch shells thrown into the Tower, 
to drive out the Enemy should they be there when the 
atorming party gallantly led by Captain Lightfoot, — 
who volunteered to accompany it, for which I beg to 
recommend him to His Excellency, entered the Tower 
under a heavy fire from the walls by the postern op- 
posite the walls frum which it was only fifty yards 
distant ; Captain Lightfoot recommends Private Davies 
of the 8rd Europeans for his gallantry and intelli- 
gence on this occasion. 


Captain [Lightfoot and Licutenant Bonus, cf the 
Engineers, having after a thorough examination of 


the Tower, reported that the massive construction 


and nature of its defences prevented their being used 
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for the offensive, I withdrew the Troops from it before 
daylight. . 

On the 28th instant at 8, the sand bag batterics, 
of the left attack having been completed, the two 18- 
Pounders and the 8 inch Howitzer having been 
brought up to them, commenced their fire against the 
outer wall of the East curtain of the Fort with such 
good effect, that it was evident that a practicable 
breach would be soon made. 

I had just returned to the Camp from the Battery 
when the Rebels coming in force out of the thick 
jungle, crossed the River Beena and attacked the 
Ridettes of the right rear of the Camp ; another large 
body of them appeared at the same time on the op- 
posite bank, the two bodies amounting .to 1,500 or 
2,000 mcn, many of them Sepoys and valagtees. 

1 moved rapidly with the outlying picket of Her 
Majesty’s }4th Light Dragoons, who in less thin a 
minute, were in their saddles against the Rebels, order- 
ing two gins, and the rest of the pickets to follow in 
support : the Enemy who were skirmishing with a 
picket of the 38rd Light Cavalry on seeing our ap- 
proach, fired a discharge of muskets and rockets at 
us, and ran into a yorge of the Beena and up ita 
rocky banks; I directed Captain Hare, following in 
my rear, to move by a short line and cut off their 


* 


retreat. 

Brigadier Steuart, whom I had called up, advanc- 
ing from the Kedgha with a few rounds of Artillery, 
sent the Rebels on the other side of the River into the 
junyle, and the whole retreated rapidly to a precipi- 
tous ridge above the village of Chunderapore, four 
miles to the North-West of Rathghur, from whence 
they had started in the morning. 

Captain Hare came up with the rear of the Rebels 
before they reached the ridge, and cut up several of 
them. 

Captain Hare and Lieutenant Westwacott, attached 
to the Hyderabad Cavalry, did good service ou this 
occasion, and Licutenant Moore, of the 8rd Bombay 
Light Cavalry, who, on account of the few Artillery 
men, served a gun with effect, deserves also to be men- 
tioned. 

After night fall, the Rebels made a feeble and un- 
successtul attack on the left of the Camp from the 
Saugor Road. The Rebels, who had come from their 
fortified Camp Norcoulee and from the Fort of 
Kooreye, failed completely in their attempt to sur- 
srize the Camp and relieve Rathghur—during the 
vhole time of their attack, the breaching Batteries 
continued their fire. Colonel Turnbull reported that 
he breach would be practicable for an assault the 
text day at sunset. 

Accounts now came into me that the Rebels from 
she Chunderapore ridge had ear!y in the morning at- 
vacked in the difficult pass, mentioned in the first part 
ot this Report, a convoy of supplies coming for my 
orce from the West, and had killed Scindia’s vakeel 
who was in charge of it. 

The safety of my eupplies rendered it necessary 
hat the Enemy should be driven from Chundera- 
ore during night. I was employed in muak- 
ng arrangements for attacking them, which was 
ot easy, as my Force was already engaged in an 
peration for which, in former times, a Fouree of 
our times their strength was considered necessary. 
Jowever, ] was on the point of marching against 
thunderapore, when two spics I had sent out during 
he night, came in and reported that the Enemy had 
aft, that place for Baroda. 

On visiting the Bedgha, Brigadier Steuart reported 
ome that about 4 o0’clock a. M. the Enemy had at- 
empted to make a sortie from the main gate, which 
e had driven back with Captain Lightfoot’s 9-Poun- 
ers. A Bhopall Officer came up and reported that 
o had cut up twenty-five ont of fifty of the Garri- 
on who had attompted to force their way by his 
atrol, Colonel Liddell reported also, at the same 
ime, that judging from the stillness in the Fort, 
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that its garrison were escaping, he had entered it by 
the incompleted breach with part of the 8rd Kuro- 
ans, who after receiving some shots from the few 
Rebels still there, had killed them and taken posses- 
sion of the Fort. The main body fled by an ancient 
sally port anda hole dug under the parapet to the 
South-West, from which when I entered the Fort 
the ropes were hanging, by which they had let them- 
selves down. The reports of all the Officers on duty, 
atate’that these Rebels crossing a ford over the Beena 
to the South-West, under thc Bhopall Camp, passed 
through the Bhopal] lines into the jungle, the Bhopal] 
Troops fired a few shots at the fugitives, two or three 
of their dead baggage animals in this ford showed the 
track they had taken. The Bhopall Troops have 
been, and are still so useful to me, that I merely 
mention this circumstance, which is nothing out of 
the way amongst Oriental Troops, out of justice to 
my own Force. | 
The Garrison stated to be 400 or 500 in number 
had, although many of them were warlike valaitees and 
Pathans, despite of their determination that they would 
hold Rathghur or die, not been able to stand the 
shelling, or meet the approaching agsault, 1 am glad 
to say that the investment of the rock prevented 
the escape, and caused the capture of most of thea: 
Chief Rebels and of many,of tho rest. Mahomeu ~ 
Fazil Khan, a relation of the Regent cf Bhopal, and 
the Military Chief of the Rebels in these Districts, 
and all his Staff, such as they were, attempted to 
cross the Beena, but seeing the videttes of H. M.’s 
14th Light Dragoons on the other bank, turned back 
and hid themselves in a cave under the rock where 
they were captured. The videttes and pickets round 
the rock, those of Bhopall included, cut down and 
took many of the fugitive Garrison during the day 
I made over vighty prisoners to Sir Robert Hamilton, 
of whom twenty-four were executed, and forty-eight 
more to the Civil Authorities. 


Of the Cavalry sent in pursuit ofthe fugitives, the 
Hyderabad Irregulare came up with and killed forty 
of them, this being exclusive of the twenty-five killed 
by the Bhopall Troops ; Licutenant Westwacott on 
this occasion, again distinguished himself. 

At sunset Mahomed Fazil Khan and the Nawab 
Kamdar Khan, a pensioner of the British Govern- 
ment and a son of the great Pindaree Chief, taken 
by Sir John Malcolm, were hung over the gate of 
the Fort in presence of Detachments of my Force, 
the next day seventeen more, most of them Rebels of 
note and all part of the Garrison of Rathghur were 
executed, two of them, brothers of the Pindgree Chief, 
had taken part in the murder of the British Assistant 
at Bereiseeah, Kishen Ram, a Secretary of Mahomed 
Fazil Khan, is stated to have been instrumental in 
atrocities committed on forty Christians. Wallidad 
Khan, who admitted on his trial “ that he had done 
all he could and three times urged Fazil Mahomed to 
go down sword in hand and attack the Camp,” a 
valaitee leader, &c. 


The Shazadah of Mundesore was not in the Fort, 
as was proved by an unopened letter from the Rajah 
of Banpoor to his address found in the Fort by aay 
Officer of the 3rd Kuropeons he had left it the day of 
our arrival, Jn this letter, which is curious, the 
Rajah gives him the title of “ King,” and deplores — 
that many Native Chiefs do not venerate his Kingly 
authority as they ought to do, but have the bad 
taste to prefer the rule of the “ Kafir and infidels.” 


The Fort was provided with a fine tank cut out of 
the rock fifty feet deep ; and in it were found great 
stores of salt and grain sufficient for a year’s come 
sumption, a few Camels, Cattle and several Horbes, 
two of them belonging to Mahomed Fasi) Khan, one. 
with a silver bridle and another to the Shasadah f. 
Mundesore, a mould for casting cannon, and, 806) 
and an immonse mass of Netive correspondenice abt: 
English accounts, which I made over to Sir Robert 
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Hamiltop, one object was also found which excited in- 
‘ dignation, the effigy of the head of a decapitated 
European female, which it appears these supporters of 
a change of rule in India carried before their Troops, 
as fitting emblems of their deeds, notwithstanding 
this, and all that has passed, far worse than this, the 
8rd Europeans, when they entered the Fort, treated 
the women and numerous children of the Rebels who 
were left there, with the humanity which was to be 
expected from their discipline, and their faith. I had 
enjoined the Troops, for the honor of their Country 
and the Army, not to harm a woman or a child. 

I beg to bring to His Excellency’s favorable consi- 
deration the zealous and able support which I have 
received before Rathghur from Brigadier Steuart, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Turnbull, Commanding the Artil- 
lery, and Major Boileau, Commanding the Engineers, 
and which contributed so materially to the success of 
the operations against it, as well as the discipline, 
courage and thorough good will of the Troops engaged 
on them. 


Anxious not to lose a day in relieving Saugor, T 
made continued marches without a halt. The Troops, 
on account of the difficulties of supply, were, at times 
twenty-four hours, without rations, and four days on 
duty before Rathghur without a relief, defending their 
Camp against a numerous Enemy in a dangerous Coun- 
try in their flanks and rear, attacking with all their 
energy and taking, in ~three days, a Fort strong by 
nature and art in their front, which Scindia with a 
Force, of at least four times their strength, besieged 
for five months. 


I shall have the honor to make favorable mention 
of the services of my Staff in a future Report. 

I beg leave to enclose a Return of the Oude Artil- 
lery found in the Fort, and of the ee in my 
Force before Rathghur. 

The Troops took three large Siandued: two ol 
which bore the red extended hand, the device of 
Mahomedan Rebellion. 

I beg to offer my excuses for the length of this 
Report which is caused by the varied nature of thi 
operations. I cannot conclude it without returning 
my sincere thanks to His Hycellency and to Lord 
Elphinstone, for having made my Force as complete 
as circumstances would possibly allow, and for the 
very great kindness with which you have attended 
to all my requests on this subject.

tion of Captain MWare’s Infantry and Guas which re- 
mained at the Fort to prevent the rear being cut off. 

12. Captain Forbes found the Enemy's flanks, parti- 
cularly their left, posted in thick jungle, their eentre in 
comparatively open ground ; he charged and broke their 
centre, cutting up thirty or forty of them. The third, 
and a very strong position, the village of Barodia, now 
rome within sight. Captain Forbes having observed a 
boty of Cavalry retreating leisurely on it attempted 
to cut them off, but their flight on seeing his iten- 
tion beeame so rapid, that he only succeeded in killing 
eight or ten of them before they got well under the 
protection of their gungin position at their villaze and 
of the matehlock men posted in the dense jungle, 
which surrounded three sides of it, and lining the 
banks of a wet nullah running along the front. 

13. Captain Forbes mentioned for their conduct 
vu this oceasion, and I beg to revomnmend to PDs 
Kxecleney the Commander in-Chief, Subadar Soojut 
Khan, for having killed himself, three of the Rebels 
all of his own caste, Natick Hunut Sing very severcly 
wounded, Naick Babadheen Khan and ‘Trooper Vass, 
also severely wounded, who attracted the notice of 
their Olivers by engaging singly two or three of the 
Enemy at the same time. 

14. On the day before, when the Camp was attack- 
ed, the saine faithful Subadar tendered the advance of 
the Enemy by the able disposition of his picket.

15. If Wis Excellency were pleased to obtain a 
reward for these brave Soldiers, it would have a good 
effect on their Regiment, whose fidelity and courage 
have never failed, 

16, Jemadar Jhurnt Hoosanic Nhan, srd }fyder- 
abal Cavalry. was mortally wounded in courageously 
attacking singly a knot of the Enemy. 

17, Captain Forbes conducted the charge with 
the same gallantry and intclligenve widch  distin- 
cuished him at Kashab. 

18. Althouch the Ford was a bad one, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Turnball took his Guns across it rapidly in 
support of the Cavalry, and when by the strenyth of 
the Enemy’s position, they were compelled to give up 
the pursuit, unlimbered in front of the vilf&mge, and 
the Pnemy’s Guns, and opened an elective fire on their 
position, Captain Lightfoot with the 9-Pounder 
Battery arrived shortly afterwards. 


19, The Enemy answered with guns and rock ets, 
killing at my side to my great regret, Captain Neville 
the Royal Engineers, acting as my Aide-de-camp : 
knowing what excellent service he had done as an 
Engineer Officer before Sebastapool, Thad brought him 
up by foreed marches to assist in the reduction of the 
Forts in this Country ; during the action he was most 
useful to me, exhibiting to the last the courage and 
intelligence which had obtained for him ao honorable 
4 reputation. - ns 

20. Driven from their position by the firo of our 
runs, the Enemy ratrested across a wall and opon space 
‘ito the village and jungte, Fdirerted Captain Light- 
luvt to correspond to this riiovement, he took ground 





to the left with guns and gave them before they 
reached cover an enfilading and destructive fire, the 
©} inch Mortars threw shell into the small Fort of the 
Village and jungle, to which the Knemy bad retired. 

21. It was now getting dark. taking two Companies 

of the 8rd Europeans which had just come up, I crossed 
the wet nullah, and bringing their right shoulders 
forward occupied the wall round the village and sur- 
rounded jt with the skirmishers and a Troop of the 
8rd Light Cavalry. Lieutenant-Colonel Liddell after- 
wards occupied it and the little Fort, but the Enemy 
except a few valaitee skirmishers who were killed had 
fled to Koraye through the jungle, leaving bacrcraye 
unpacked and other signs of a precipitate retreat. 
I was not at all sure that my Camp with the 
Siege Artillery and numerous stores, left with a small 
Force at Rathghur, under Brigadier Steuart, might 
not be attacked during my absences, as it had heen 
before ; 1 therefore halted in the village only for a 
short time in order to rest the Troops, who had been 
on duty for the last five davs, and marched back the 
same might to Rathghur, they were marchins or eu- 
gaged filteen hours, | 

The Hnemy’s loss was severe. they 
state it to be from four to five hundred, which 
nob surprising as they, were exposed to well 
directed fire for a length of time. Amant Sine, 
their ablest Military leader, and a nephew of 
Pajie Mahomed Khan, were killed; and the Rajair of 
Banpore was wounded, 

The valaitces and Pathans foueht with their accus- 
tomed courage, several of them, even when dving, 
springing from the ground and inflicting anortal 
wounds with their broad swords, . 

The good result of the defeat of the Rehols at Baro- 
dia exceeded my expectations; not only were my com. 
munications with the West. and Saugor completely 
opened, but the rebels, flying from Barodia to Korave, 
lett in their panic that place, although it is a Fors, ina 
strong position, and Kralassa, which is between thirty 
anid forty miles to the North. West of Sauzor. Nuree- 
awallee, ther fortified Camp, was alio abandoned, all 
these places and the Country about them had been in 
them hands fur the Jast eight amonths. Phe Rebels 
also left at Koraye, their Guus waieh they hal at Baro- 
dia.

tion of the works. 


VULT. The sale shall convey a title to all mines 
and minerals within the limits of the grant, sold. 
But o tax not execeding ten per eent. of the gross 
produce of such mines and minerals shall be levi- 
able by the Government in such manner and wn- 
der such rules as may hereafter from time to time 
be determined on. 


IX, Jsxisting grants may be commuted under 
these rules at the option of the grantees. 


X. Grantees of lands Jet out on building 
“leases may commute at the rate of twenty years’ 
“ purchase of their annual rent.”
